erroneous

that intoxicattng*liquor can bo mado 
in homes in Pennsylvania provided It 
is consumed thero. Tho law, he said, 
does not permit this to bu done nor 
may liquor for "roediclna!" uses bo 
made in the home. 


"There is," said Jud'ge Creswell, "a 


provision in the law tq the effect that 
certain 
provisions ,of 
the 
statute 


should not apply to irjcdicines nor to 
,tho external ueo ot alcohol for medi- 
cinal-purposes, 
"We call your atten- 


tion, to tho fact that this term, modi- 
cine, moans medicine in the common 
and ordinary acceptance of the torm» 


"Alcohol Is not medicine within the 


moaning ot this statute. If it is man- 
ufactured or used for bovorage pur- 
poses, that 13 for drinking purposes, 
the law is violated.'

might -manufacture liquor there migbt 
be a still in every house in the com- 
monwealth and the occupants of the 
homes might use thorn till they had 
tremens and you could not do nny- 
IMng with thorn, But such is not the 
law."
